SUPREME COURT DECIDES IN 
ADDYSTONE PIPE CASE. 


Said To Have 
Formed a Combine and Be- 
come a Trust. j 


Washington, December 4.—In the United 
States court today the Addystone Pipe 
case was decided. This case involved the 
constitutionality of the combination of 
pipe manufacturers to manufacture pipe 
which, it was charged, was a trust. The 
decision was handed down by Justice 
Peckham and was adverse to the combi- 
nation. It was, therefore, in opposition 
to the trust. The opinion of the court of 
appeals for the sixth circuit was affirmed. 

There were two questions before the 
with the case. The 
first was whether the constitutional clause 
for the regulation of interstate commerce 
applied to individuals and corporations, 
and the second whether if the clause 
should be found to so apply the combi- 
nation is a regulation of interstate com- 
merce. 

The court held that constitutional 
clause did apply to individuals and 
porations and that the agreement does by 
its provisions restrict and restrain com- 
merce between the states. Hence the 
agreement was decided to be void as 
applying to interstate business and the 
injunction sustained. 

The six companies composing the com- 
bination affected were the Addystone Pips 
and Steel Company, of Cincinnati; Den- 
nis Long & Co., of Lontisville; the How- 
ard Harrison Iron Company, Bessemer, 
the Anniston Pipe and Foundry 
; the South Pitts- 
burg Pipe Works, South Pittsburg, Tenn... 
the Chattanooga Foundry and 
Works, of Chattanooga, Tenn. Their 
agreement provided that there’ shoulé be 
no competition between the companies 
in thirty-six states which were mention- 
ed {in the manufacture and sale 
iron pipe.

BILL INTRODUCED IN HOUSE 


Commemorates the Valor of the Men 
of Three Great Armies. 
Washington, December 4—Representa- 
tive Crovenor, of Ohlo, today introduced 
the followmg bill for the erection of a 
memorial arch on the Chickamauga bat- 

tlefield: ; 

“‘Be it enacted by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America, in congress assembled, That 
as the crowning work of the establish- 
ment of the Chickamauga and Chatta- 
nooga National Military park, which em- 
braces seven battlefields, upon which 
served three great armies and large forces 
representing all the other main armies 
of the north and the south, the secretary 
of war is hereby authorized and directed 
to erect at Chattanooga, Tenn., under the 
provision of the Chickamauga and Chat- 
tanooga National park commission and 
their engineer, upon such site as the said 
secretary mav deem most suitable, a me- 
morial arch to be known as the arch of 
nationality, to commemorate the heroism 
of the American soldier and the complete 
union which has resulted from the joint 
mflitaryv service of all sections in the war 
with Spain. The several dimensions. of 
the arch shall not be less than those of 
the Arch de Triomphe, in Paris, and its 
main portions shall be constructed of 
massive blocks of granite. 

‘See. 2, The design for the arch shall 
be procured by a commission consisting 
of the secretary of war, the chief engin- 
eers. the chairman of the military com- 
mittees of the two houses of congress, 
and the Chickamauga and Chattanooga 
National Park commission and their en- 
gineer, in such manner as the commission 
may determine, and the erection of the 
arch shall proceed under the supervision 
of the park commission. directed by the 
secretary of war. 

‘Sec. 3. Toon the inner walls, suppoet- 
ing the arches, ways and the wal's of 
the inner chambers. among other appro- 
priate historical records shall be affixed 
bronze tablets with complete rosters of 
all the armies operating in the Chicka- 
mauga and Chattanooga National park, 
designating those in the orkanizatidns of 
each state, together with a roster of the 
governors and the state commissions of 


the twenty-six states which have assisted 


in determining the lines of battle and in 
erecting the monuments of their states, 
and in the general work of establishing 
the vark. 

“Sec. 4. To enable the secretary of war 
to carrv forward this work, after the 
adoption of the designs. the sum of $300,- 
000 is hereby approoriated out of any 
moneys in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. and the limit of the cost of 
the arch is fixed at that sum, inc!uding 
the cost of the site. ;

™ésday morning. Mr. Hall. of Bibb, ad- 
dressed the chair for the purpose of pro- 
testing against further delay in the con- 


sideration of the measure, expressing the 


hope that some features of the bill would 
be able to pass the house. 

Mr. Ellis quickly informed his colleague 
that the delay proposed was exactly for 


the purpose expressed by the gentleman 


(from Bibb. ‘‘The motion ts made,” said 
Mr. Ellis, “‘solely to «et the members of 


the commission together so they can 


either decide upon some way to get the 
tax bill on its passage or get it off the 
calendar of the housé so that it wil] not 


further delay business.”’ 
Conferences Are Held. 
The motion of Mr. Ellis prevailed and 
the consideration of sections thirty-six 
and thirty-seven providing for the system 
of assessment which is the basis of the 
new measure went over until this morn- 
ing. 


Two conferences of an executiv 
were held by the tax commission during 


the day and at the end of the afternoon 
conference a member announced that no 
agreement had been reached and that 
another conference would be held this 
morning. There is evidently a difference 
between members of the commission as 
to the advisability of going ahead with 
the tax bill and the final decision will 
probably be reached this morning. 

The opinion is general among the mem- 
bers of the house and even among the 
commissioners that. the time remaining 
of the session is too short in mhich to 
give the measure the attention it de- 
serves, especially since it is the custom 
of the house to pass section, by section. 
The bill consumes over sixty printed 
pages and so far the debate has only 
started on the first sections to be con- 
sidered. 

A member of the commission stated 
yesterday that in fis opinion it was very 
doubtful if the tax measure could be 
gone through with at the session, stating 
that the house had shown Httle desire to 
take the matter up. “Attempts ‘were 
made by the commission,” he said, 
the first of the session to get the Dill be- 
fore the house at a date that would have 
guaranteed plenty of time for its con- 
sideration, but delays were granted each 
time until the house now finds itself bare- 
ly with time in which to vote on the 
Measure. By taking it up now much of 
the business on the calendar, which, by 
the way, is unusually crowded, cannot be 
acted on.” 

The fate of the tax bill 1s, therefore, 
regarded as doubtful not only by the ma- 
jority of the house, but by the members 
of the commission. The bill is in the 
DOSsession of the house and cannot be 
withdrawn by the commission or tabled 
Without the consent of that body and a 
great deal of interest awaits on the ‘de-

The ordinance was introduced at the 
close of the session, and met with con- 
g@@erable opposition. Councilman Pope, 
of the seventh ward, was especially op- 
_ posed to the measure, and Councilman 
MoCullough, of the fifth ward, the au- 
thor of the ordinance, spoke in fits fa- 
yor, 

When the motion to pass tthe ordinance 
was put Councilman Pope arose and de- 
dlared that he opposed its passage, say- 
ing R was hasty legislation. Hea moved 
as @ gudstitute that it go before the or- 
dinancs committee. 

Alderman Mayson, chairman of the or- 
Gimanee commititee, declared that the 
maker had already been before council 
in the shape of a petition, which he de- 
clared almost every member had signed. 
He sald the contmittee was favorable to 
the resolution, because the petition had 
contained so many 
members, 

Councilmen Explain, 

‘T signed the petition,” said Counclil- 
man Roy. of the sixth, “but I thought 
& only contemplated changing the date 
of the election, I did not suppose it had 
tbe intention of changing the terms of 
oflee of the city officers, and that being 
the case I am opposed to it.’’ 

“‘T also signed the petition,” said Mayor 
Pro Tem. Mrtchell, speaking from the 
chelr, “but I did not understand a to 
mean that the term of office would be 
lgthened or changed. I also am op- 
bosed to it.” 

Alderman Mayson called attention to

There seemed to be considerable oppo- 
sition to the measure since tthe council- 
men who voted ito refer it to a commit- 
tee did so under the impression that 
such a step would kill the matter. 

The Resolution in Full. 

This resolution be requested to amend 
the house bill of Mr. Brandon, of Ful- 
ton, as follows: 

So as to change the date at which 
municipal elections of said city are 
held from the first Wednesday in De- 
cember annually to the date prescribed 
by state laws for the election of com- 
ing officers 

So as to change the term of min- 
isterial officers hereafter elected by 
the people of Atlanta from ttwo to four 
year, subject to removal for cause, 
and the filling of vacancies now pro- 
vided for in the city charter. 

Finances Discussed. 

The ordinance granting to the Georgia 
Electric Light Company the right to open 
the streets of the city for the purpose 
of laying underground wires and conduits 
Was the cause of a lively debate in 
which Councilmen Burns, W. 8S. Thom- 
son and Pope took a prominent part. 
Council Thomson favored a substitute to 
the ordinance which he introduced, and 
Councilman Pope declared the matter 
should be deferred until the councilmen 
could be given an opportunity to under- 


Stand the subject. 
Counciiman rope wanted to know who 


introduced the ordinance and was not 
well satisiied when it developed that it 
came irom the company that issued the 
franchises. 

Counciiman Thomson’s substitute was 
discussed by him and he explained the 
meaning of it. He showed that the only 
difference in the two ordinances was that 


_his piaced a limitation of fifty years on 


the grant and made it impossible for 
the company obtaining the right to trans- 
Or assign it to another company 
without the consent of, and a two-thirds 
vote of council, This feature was for 
the maintenance of competition. 

Councilman ‘Tihomson declured that the 
substitute would not aliow competition 
to be defeated and gaid that if the time 
city would 
want monopoly council could prescribe 
terms and conditions for the protection 
of the people. The original ordinances 
he said gave to a corporation for all time 
something that belongs to the people 
With the restriction of only ‘‘reasonable 
and prudential] regulations.”’ He said the 
city council was able to take care of 
itself if it would ana if it would put in 
the ordinance restrictiong in plain lan- 
guage there would be no need of calling 
on the courts. 

Mr. Pope Questions. 

At this juncture Mr. Pope wanted to 
Know who introduced the origina] or- 
dinances. Mr. Thomson was unable to 
furnish the information and Mr. Burns 
secured the attention of the chair. 

Mr. Burns did not think the substitute 
would accomplish its object. It would 
compel each individual holder of stock 
to come before council’ when he desired 
to make a transter. He did not think 
this was the spirit of the city in dealing 
with the promoters of such enterprises. 
He said corporations tould not be made 
to compete if they did not want to and 
the substitute would result in neither 
company spending one cent of money. 

Mr, Pope of the seventh then said: “I 
think this ordinance should have a fath- 
er. I don’t think anyone should be per- 
mitted to dump an ordinance in here 
without council Knowing where it comes 
from.”’ 

Councilman Burns: “It came from the 
board ,of -electrical control from the 
Georgia, Eleatric ‘Light Company and 
was referred to Judge Anderson for any 
changes or amendments he might sug- 
gest and was ‘then considered by the 
board.”’ 

Mr, Pope: ‘“‘The ordinance doesn’t say 
that. Here’s an ordinance of great im- 
portance and I don’t believe there are 
six members here who understand it. 
We are giving away valuable franchises 
and I should think we should look about 
us. This ordinance granting franchises 
and making no limitationg was intro- 
duced by Mr, Nobody. I move it be re- 
ferred to the committee.’’ 

Mr. Burns: ‘‘The ordinance has been 
up for two months and it is no one’s 
fault if the members do not understand 
it. The board of control has already 
acted and does not want’ the paper 
again.’’ 

Mr. Thomson’s Position. 

On vote the ordinance went back to 
the committee. The ordinance of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company for 
the same privilege was taken up and 
Councilmn Thomson said:

order against the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company. 

A hearing was for this morning 
before Judge Harris, at Carrollton, but 
the new order of the court is to the 
effect that the hearing will be held on 
Saturday at 9 o'clock before Judge 
Lumpkin in the superior court. 

In its petition to the superior court, 
the Southern, through its attornevs Dor- 
sey, Brewster & Howell, sets forth that 
it had two lines running out of Atlanta— 
one to Fort Valley and the other to 
Brunswick—and crossing what is known 
as the Jonesboro road at a grade level 
at Henderson's crossing. 

The petition claimed that the crossing 
is a dangerous one now and that if the 
street car company was not enjoined it 
would lay its tracks across those of the 
Southern and make the crossing. still 
more dangerous. The railway company 
also claimed that in such an event 
business would be seriously interfered 
with and that life would be in peril at 
all times at the crossing. 

A further claim was made that accord- 
ing to the code of 1882 the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company could not cross 
the tracks of the Southern at a grade 
level without consent, and that no con- 
sent had as yet been given for such pro- 
ceedings.

The battle of Atlanta was the most bit- 
terly contested of all the engagements 
around the city. It occupied a line in ex- 
tent about seven miles, stretching from 
the Howard house to about a mile beyond 
the Georgia railroad and back to De- 
eatur. The ground was partly clear and 
in other places heavily wooded. It is 
conceded thad this was one of the most 
important of all the engagements. It 
seemed as if every man was on his met- 
tle.

not the right to govern other people 
against their consent. Laws nat founded on the 
consent of the governed give rise to lawlessness 
and disorders of the gravest character whieh 
lead ultimately to the destruction of all gov- 
ernment. 

However desirable it may be to control and 
refine the tastes and appetites of men, all past 
attempts to do so by legislation have failed. 
Two hundred years ago Connecticut, Rhode 
Island and other New England provinces 
adopted codes of laws regulating in minute de- 
tails the deportment and appetite of their peo- 
ple, male and female; and though the ducking 
stool, the pillory and the whipping post claim- 
ed their victims daily, human nature remained 
the same, men continued to eat and drink, and 
thrifty New England became the rum, dealer 
and the slave trader of this continent.

biish the ends desired, but they uniformly bring 
about 


a disregard of all laws, h'iman and di- 
Vine. Stringent prohibition laws go hand in 
hand with .aw-breaking, falsehood, deceit and 
false swearing.

NEW DEPOT BILL 
10 BE READ AGAIN 


Senate Committee Will Refer It Back 


Today. 
DESIRE IT RE-COMMITTED 


Measure Authorizes State To Build 
New Passenger Station. 


COMMITTEE FAVORS OSTEOPATHY BILL 


Will Recommend to the Senate Its 
Favorable Passage—Provides for 
a Board of Examiners. 


~_--— 


The general judiciary committee of ‘the 
senaite yesterday afternoon took up the 
bill introduced by Senator West, of the 
sixth district, last Wednesday, designed 
tto authorize the state to build a depot in 
Atlanta, and decided to refer it back to 
the upper house this morning. that it 
might be read for ‘the second time and 
recommitted. 

Tha bill as affecting the city is one of 
the most important that has as yet been 
introduced in the senate, and more than 
ordinary interest 1s being taken In its 
fate. It is understood that many mem- 
bers of the upper house favor the bill, 
but desire it read again that they may 
understand its purpose better. 

The measure empowers the specia] com- 
mission to negotiate with 'the lessee of the 
Western and Atlanta Railway Company 
and with all the other roads entering the 
city to bulld a passenger station on the 
property of ‘the state, and according to 
this plan ‘the state ds to receive a hand- 
some return in the matter of rental from 
the various railway companies. 

The bill, after being read for the first 
time last Wednesday, was referred ‘to the 
general fudiciary committee for con- 
sideration and report. Owing to the fact 
that when the senate adjourned the day 
before Thanksgiying Day it was until 
yesterdav at noon. the committee did not 
have the opportunity of considering the 
bill until vesterdav afternoon. 


Osteopathy Bill Favored. 


The general judiciary committee decided 
unanimously to recommend for passage 
the senate bill by Mr. Nesbitt, of the 
thirnty-ffth, regulating tthe practice of 
osteopathy in this state and authorizing 
the apovointment of a board of three mem- 
bers by the governor to pass upon appli- 
cants desiring certificates to praatice os- 
teopathy in Georgta. 

The terms of office of the board mem- 
bers is three years, and they are to be 
graduates of regularly conducted schools 
of osteopathy. The governor ig empow- 
ered to fill all vacancies in the board. 

The following is tthe bill: 

An act regulating the pra-vtice of osteupathy 
in the state of Georgia. 

Section |. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, That any per 
son having a diploma regulerly issued by the 
American School of Ostzopathy, of Kirksville, 
Mo., or any other legtily chartered and regu- 
larly conducted school of osteopathy, who shall 
have been in personal attendance as a student 
of such school for at least four courses of 
stucy ef five months each before graduation, 
shall have authority to treat diseases accorJirg 
to such system and cdlle*t fees for such ser- 
vice; proviled that after presentiig his di- 
ploma to tha examining board hereinafter men- 
tioned and having passal a satisfactory exam- 
inaticn before said board in the following 
branches, to-wit: Anatomy, physiology, histol- 
ogy, pathology, gynaecology, obstetric, surgery, 
and prattice osteopathy, shall be ‘granted a 
certificate; to that effect. A fee of $10 shall be 
raid such board by each: apnlicant before the 
cxamination is held. The certificate granted 
shall be recorded in the office of the clerk of 
the superior court of the county in which the 
applicant proposes t» practice, for which he 
shall pay the fee of $1. 

Sec.2. Be it furtaer enacted, [hat within th‘r- 
ty days after thas passaze of this act it shall 
be the duty of the govarnor to appoint a board 
The mem-

Be it further enacted, That any per- 
scn who shall utremyt to practice or use this 
system, method or science of osteopathy in 
treating diseases of the human body without 
having complied with the provisions of this 
act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction be fined in sum not to exceed 
$100 for each offense; provided that nothing in 
this act shall be co izstrucd as prohibiting any 
legally authorized practitioner of medicine or 
surgery of this state from curing or relieving 
disease with or without drugs, or by any ma- 
nipulation by which any disease may be cured 
or alleviated.
